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SAGAMORE 


A name  more  appropriate  than  Sagamore,  for  a particular- 
ly outstanding,  native  dahlia  of  Long  Island,  would  be  difficult 
to  select* 


Sagamore  Hill,  known  as  the  “Summer  Capitol,”  when  the 
late  Theodore  Roosevelt  was  president  of  the  United  States, 
is  a noted  spot  located  only  a few  miles  from  the  home  of 
Sagamore. 

This truly  great  decorative  has,  after  three  years  of  trial, 
definitely  proved  its  worthiness  of  so  prominent  a name. 

r.  f The  plant  has  an  exceptionally  strong,  clean  habit  of 
growth,  While  it  blooms  freely,  it  never  grows  thick  and 
bushy,  ^ and  needs  no  trimming  or  thinning.  The  blooms  are 
large  and  have  great  depth,  averaging  six  inches  in  diameter 
under  ordinary  field  culture.  The  stems  are  straight  and  very 
strong  and  hold  the  blooms  erect. 
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The  color  is  a true  autumn  shade  of  soft  golden  yellow 
slightly  underlaid  with  a touch  of  rose  at  the  base  of  the 
petals.  The  effect  of  this  rich  coloring  is  more  noticeable  when 
the  flower  is  viewed  at  a slight  angle  and  is  also  most  pleasing 
under  artificial  light. 

As  an  exhibition  variety,  Sagamore  has  been  awarded  first 
prize  in  every  competitive  class  in  which  it  has  been  shown. 

At  the  1921  show  of  the  American  Dahlia  Society  it  scored 
as  the  best  seedling.  Again  in  1922,  it  took  first  honors  as  the 
best  two  year  old  seedling.  At  the  1923  show.  Sagamore  won 
the  ‘^Darnell  Cup^^  and  also  took  first  prize  in  a color  class. 

Sagamore  was  one  of  the  outstanding  dahlias  in  1923  at 
the  trial  grounds  of  the  American  Dahlia  Society  at  Storrs, 
Conn.  We  have  been  told  by  some  who  visited  Storrs,  that 
they  considered  it  one  of  the  two  most  satisfactory  varieties 
on  trial  there. 

It  will  be  of  the  greatest  interest  to  all  commercial  growers 
as  well  as  those  who  enjoy  using  the  dahlia  as  a cut  flower  in 
the  home,  that  Sagamore  won  the  ‘‘Darnell  Cup.’’  In  this 
class  13  original  entries  of  25  blooms  each  were  judged  on  the 
first  day  of  the  show  according  to  the  scale  of  points  used  at 
the  trial  grounds  of  the  A.  D.  S.  The  flowers  were  again 
judged  on  the  afternoon  of  the  fourth  day,  to  decide  which 
variety  had  kept  in  the  best  condition.  The  highest  average 
of  the  two  scorings  determined  the  winner. 

. The  stock  of  Sagamore  is  limited,  as  we  believed  it  wiser 
to  increase  it  slowly,  thus  avoiding  any  possible  chance  of 
weakening  a good  dahlia.  We  will  therefore  be  unable  to  fill 
orders  for  divisions  and  clumps  before  the  1924  crop  is  dug  in 
November. 

We  are  offering,  however,  a limited  number  of  strong,  well- 
established  plants  to  those  who  wish  to  have  Sagamore  this 
season.

A mammoth  decorative,  formed  of  broad  wavy  petals  of 
great  substance.  While  this  is  one  of  the  largest  dahlias  we 
have  ever  grown,  it  is  attractive  and  graceful  in  form,  due  to 
the  curled  and  twisted  tips  of  the  petals. 

The  plant  is  similar  in  growth  to  Sagamore  and  blooms 
freely.  The  stems  are  long  and  strong.  The  blooms,  of  a 
pleasing  lavender-pink  color,  are  perfect  in  shape  and  never 
show  open  centers. 

Merveilleux  is,  as  its  name  implies,  a marvelous  dahlia  and 
is  invaluable  as  an  exhibition  variety.

HUNTERS’  MOON  H.  C.  (Kirby) 

A very  free  blooming  variety  with  large  clear  yellow 
blooms  formed  of  long,  narrow  florets.  The  plant  grows  five 
to  six  feet  high  and  holds  the  flowers  erect  on  stiff  stems. 

A feature  of  our  exhibit  at  the  Pennsylvania  Hotel  show, 
that  created  great  interest,  was  a vase  of  this  variety  showing 
its  natural  growth  without  disbudding.  The  large  flowers  on 
three-foot  stems,  that  carried  a mass  of  foliage  and  half  open 
buds,  made  a striking  contrast  to  the  many  large  blooms  shown 
on  stalks  from  which  all  the  lateral  branches  had  been  re- 
moved.
